\ Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Spe- 


cial,J—Majority leaders of the house, 
; at a meeting of the steering commit- 
} tee today, decided to institute an offi- 
’ cial investigation to determine whether 
there is ground for the impeachment 
of Louis F’. Post of Chicago, assistant 
secretary of labor, on charges of 
shielding dangerous aliens from depor- 
tation. 
A resolution, providing for such in- 


vestigation with a view to impeach: 


ment, was introduced by Representa- 


tive Hoch, Republican, 
withheld from consideration today at 


the instance of Majority Leader Mon-. 
' dell, who immediately laid it before the 


steering committee. 
| The Republican leaders who compose 
this body approved the resolution and 
nad it referred to the rules committee 
which is scheduled to bring in a spe- 
lal rule tomorrow for its consideration. 
Steps to Be Taken. 


‘If the resolution is adopted by the 
house, the judiciary committee will 
investigate the charges. If the charges 


are substantiated the judiciaty commit- 


tee will ask the house to adopt an im- 
peachment resolution. A‘ trial of Mr. 
Post by the senate would be the result 
of an impeachment by the housé. 
Involved in this affair is a row that 
has been developing for months be- 
tween the departments of labor and 
justice over the deportation of aliens 
charged with conspiring to undermine 
ihe American government. Attorney 
General Palmer has executed wholesale 
raids upon the Communist. party and 
other radical organizations comprising 
large alien membership and has ar- 
rested -more than 4,000 foreigners 
whom he has sought to have deported. 


Dilatory Tactics Charged. 


The department cof labor thas exe 
cuted the deportation of several hun- 
dred, but has been accused of being 
dilatory and reluctant to act. Mr. 
Post recently released a Baltimore 
alien on the ground that he had not 
actually become a member of the Com- 
munist party and stated that this case 
is typical of a “large proportion” of 
1,000 other cases he had passed upon 
in the course of hearing the charges 
' against aliens, preferred by the depart- 
ment of justice. ~ 

The inference was that 1,000 of the 
3,000 aliens arrested in the raid 
-were being or would ‘be released 


Gist of Hoch. Resdlition. 


The introduction of the Hoch resolu- 
tion followed charges by Representa- 
tive Johnson of Washington that the 

sistant secretary was blocking the 
deportation of dangerous aliens. 

The Hoch resolution recites the 
Johnson charges that Mr. Post “ has, 
in the discharge of ‘his official duties, 
and in the exercise of his authority, 
actual or assumed, flagrantly abused 
his power in connection with the 
deportation of alien enemies of the 


country; that he has, in ‘his official ca- 
se who would 
lence the gov- 
-ernment and its institutions, a policy 
‘subversive of the welfare, the peace 
and the dignity of the United States.”

SURPASSES OIL 


Produces ore Heat 
Than Coal Will. 


St. Louis, Mo., Apfil 15.—[Special. ]— | 
Colloid chemistry, dealing with sub- | 


stances tomposed of units too small to ;

order’ on the program of the American 
Chemical society at its closing session 
today. 

A new fuel fluid of value 
per unit than either coal or fuel oil, | 
and hence particularly valuable as a 
fue] for steamships and battleships, 
giving them a wider cruising radius, 
was described during the discussion of 
colloids in a paper by Jerome Alexan- 
der, a New York chemist, which was 
read by Dr. Harry N. Holmes of Ober- 
lin college, chairman of the National 


Utilizes Coal Waste. 

‘The paper declared the new fuel 
utilizes coal Waste and cheap tars, 
these ingredients being dispersed in 
fuel oil by colloidal action, and that 
the addition of a certain fixing agent, 
whose nature is kept secret, results 
in a fuel which combines the valuable 
qualities for heating of both i and 
coal. Peat, lignite, cellulose ‘waste, 
sawdust, and similar inferior fuels may 
be utilized in the new process, Prof. 
Alexander declared. | 

Can Be Piped and Stored. | 

He said that the new fuel could be 
piped, stored,.and burned virtually as 
fuel oil is, and that as a fuel for|steam- 
ships it is virtually double the value of 
either coal or present forms of fuel oil. 

He also declared the new fuel to be 
very valuable for laying smoke screens 
in warfare.

THE NEW RAILROAD LABOR 
BOARD’S TASK. 

The first definite step toward: satistactory settle- 
ment of the outlaw railroad st ike has been taken 
by the appointment of the railway labor board. 
As authorized by the Esch -Cumming railroad law, 
this board bears the responsibility of attempting 
to compose the differences between the railroads 
and railroad labor. In the present task, precipi- 
tated by the runaway strike, it carries tremendous 
added responsibility. 

Upon the successful | ee of the board de- 


‘ pend not only the immediate future of the strikers, 


but the future of the railroad unions amd the 
present prosperity, if not the lives of hundreds of 
tnousands of Americans. 

In Chicago alone 100,000 persons are reported 
idle because of the stoppage of coal and other 
freight, due to the strike. News dispatches re- 
port 100,000 industrial workers idle in Michigan, 
100,000 in Ohio, 35,000 in the industrial district of 
Uniontown, Pa., 4,000 miners out at Salt Lake City, 
and similar conditions throughout the country. | 

It is evident that the railway labor board has 
become by force of circumstances almost a uni- 
versal labor board. “Packing plants, cotton mills, 
coal mines, automobile factories, steel mills, and 
innumerable other industries await its successful 
functioning to determine their own future. 

The board is composed of three men representing 
railroad labor, three representing railroad man- 
agement, and three the public. Under the law .it| 
has no power to enforce its decisions. _ It depends 
upon public opinion. 
be of value to all concerned to note the trend .of 
pubiic opinion.

For the improvements in the river between Lake 
Cntario and tidewater it is estimated that $100,- 
000,000 will be required in the stretch between the 
lake and St. Regis, which. constitutes the inter- 
national boundary. Yaturally, the United States 
_ will be expected to pay for its part of that work. 
' Between St. Regis and tidewater the: river is en- 
tirely within Canadian territory, and the $150, 000,- 
000 required for the improvement there certainly 
will be furnished in large part, if not in whole, by 
Canada.

States is by way of getting a bargain. 

Arguments that the improvement will make 
Montreal a great city at the expense of New York, 
Chicago, and various lake ports are almost ‘too 
absurd for consideration.

SPRING AND IVY POISONING. 


UST at this season the woods become 

inviting and at the same time the 

‘poison ivy comes out. A little later 

the plant becomes even more pois- 

onous and the desire to venture into 
the woods waxes stronger. 

There will be cases of i poisoning 
from time to time until frost kills the 
leaves next autumn. In preparation for 
the ivy poisoning season Dr. E. A. 

weet of the public health service and 

-®. Grant of the bureau, of plant in- 
dustry, department of agriculture, have 
prepared a statement which is published 
in the public health service reports. 


There are a hundred cures for ivy 
poisoning. None of them is of any ma- 
tial service, though perhaps each has 
some little merit. The disease. is self- 
limited. If a man will not scratch or 
rub it and in that way spread it by his 
hands, will keep clean and not spread it 
with cloths or clothes it will get well of 
itself without ony medication in about 
ten days. 

It is customary to claim as a cure any 
 appitication which was in use while the 
disease was spontaneously getting well. 
Suppose we were to reverse things and 
Say that if a case of ivy poisoning did 
not get well in ten days and the poison 
had not been spread by carelessness, 
then the remedy in use did harm. 
many poison-ivy remedies could stand 
the test? 

While there is no proper cure, Sweet 
and Grant say some treatments he!p 
somewhat. Soap and water will dis- 
solve the resinous poison. However, in 
washing off the resin one must be care- 
ful not to spread it to new areas. Wash 
the affected area well. Wash off the 
soap. Repeat . the washing six hours 
later. After the resin has been washed 
from the poisoned area it will be safe 


} and advantageous as well to wash the 


entire body with soap and hot water. 
For this purpose a shower i!s safer 
than a tub bath. Especial care must be 


bath water. 

To relieve itching immerse the in- 
flamed area in hot water for several 
minutes, gradually increasing the tem- 
perature until the water is as hot as it 
can be borne, or apply hot water by 
méans of a thick towel. If it is de- 
sired to keep some lotion on the inflamed 
area use borax solution (1 teaspoonful 
in & cup of water) and change frequent- 
ly. Or apply a hot solution of perman- 
ganate (1 per cent on a raw surface and 
2 per cent if the surface is intact).

Pasture crops are essential in pro. 
ducing cheap pork, * for grass saves 
grain in feeding hogs. But with 
{ture alone a sufficient quantity of 


gested to supply all the nutrients re. 
quired for rapid growth, which is nec- 
essary to keep down the wes of pro- 
ducing meat. 

Only a small amount of grain need 
be given pigs to obtain normal growth 
if there is plenty of grass. Green 
grass is valuable and keeps the ani- 
mal thrifty. The forage, especially 
from hte clovers, alfalfa, and other le- 
guminous pastures, furnishes a cheap 
source of protein during the summer, 
supplies ash for bone making in the 
growing pig, adds bulk to the ration, 
acts as a mild laxative and tWnic, and 
keeps the hog’s system in condition to 
utilize the concentrated . feeds to the 
best advantage. 

Many successful breeders and feed- 
ers believe that even with the present 
high prices of grain it will pay not to 
cut the grain ration more than one- 
half. They plan to feed at the rate 
of two pounds daily for 100 pounds 
live weight to pigs on pasture, instead 
of the usual four or five pounds when 
they are in dry lots. 

Pigs that are fed grain while on pas- 
‘ture will gain a pound er more a day 
from the time they are weaned until 
they weigh 200° to 250 pounds. Those , 
getting: little or no grain will gain only

Springfield, Ill., April i5.—[Special.] 
~—The constitutional convention consid- 
ered for two hours today a constitu- 
tional provision requiring all citizens to 


vote under penalty. No one opposed 
the idea, and it probably will be adopt- 
ed if a workable plan can be devised. 
Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout of the Illinois 
Equal Suffrage association is not en- 
thusiastically for the scheme. She 
thinks such a requirement might be 
appropriate in the Ikégislative article, 
but is opposed to it in the suffrage 
article. The subject is officially on the 
calendar for tomorrow, but by agree- 
ment no action is probable until next 
Wednesday. | 
Delegate Sneed of the miners’ union 
Started the debate by suggesting that 
the suffrage article under consideration 
in the convention be amended to pro 
vide that a citizen who fails to vote at 
an election shall be barred from voting 
for two years thereafter. 
“Corruption in politics would be mini. 
mized if every one voted,” said Judge 
Dryer of Hillsboro. “So much money
